one of the plurality of different time channels, as recited within the context of claim 1 . 

(2) wherein different numbers of redundancy version indicators are assigned to 
different time channels of the plurality of different time channels, which are available for 
signaling the redundancy version of the data packet transmission on the time channel, 
as recited within the context of claim 31 . 

(3) wherein during selection of the one of the plurality of different time channels for a 
pending transmission of the data packet, the plurality of different time channels are 
prioritized according to their numbers of packet numbers, as recited within the context of 
claim 36.
